Instead, they are individually seeking to 
find out precisely what the Japanese policy 
means, in detail. The dictum “Asia for the 


Asiatics” is a phrase that is easier to pronounce 
than to interpret with certainty. 

Fairly construed it is a doctrine with which 
little fault can be found—particularly by coun- 
tries which either prohibit or restrict Oriental 
immigration. But if the idea is that, against the 
protests of China, the Orient is to be declared 
a closed area under military and commercial 
domination of Japan, the case is different. China 
surely has some right to say who is going to 
shape its destiny. 


Officially the powers are refusing to con- 
clude off-hand that Japan is. repudiating its 
own responsibilities under the Washington 


treaty, or proposing to annul their undertakings 
in that document. There may be more or less 
pretence in this attitude, in view of the lan- 
guage of the recent declaration at Tokio. Even 
so, it is better to put the milder construction on 
that deliverance, and keep the discussion in a 
friendly atmosphere.

STREET IMPROVEMENT 

Residents of one section of the city have 
been taking a census on the question of im- 
proving their streets, moved by a lively recol- 
lection of the condition the streets were in a 
few weeks ago, and the knowledge that they 
will be in the same condition a few weeks hence 
when wet weather comes. 


The result is said to show the residents about 
equally divided as between gravel and pave- 
ment for residential streets. A gravelled road- 
way costs less, but goes to pieces unless there 
is a considerable annual expenditure in main- 
taining it. A paved roadway lasts—but it costs 
substantially more in the first instance. 

What seems to be required in Edmonton is a 
type of pavement for residential streets lighter 
—and therefore cheaper—than has to be laid on 
streets where heavy traffic has to be accom- 
modated. 

That of course would imply traffic regula- 
tions to prohibit heavily loaded trucks 
traversing the lightly paved residential streets 
There would be nothing impracticable or un- 
reasonable in such regulations. And wtihout a 
discriminatory arrangement of the kind there 
is no possibility that streets generally in ou 
residential areas can have anything better than 
the none-too-satisfactory and ultimately costly 
gravelled surface. 

The city engineering department would be 
doing a timely and substantial service in inves- 
tigating the possibility of laying a type of 
paving on residential streets strong enough to 
carry ordinary traffic, and costing relatively 
less than the standard all-traffic type

The Passing Show

There never was a popular tax, but this 10 
per cent tax on gold has me puzzled. .) 

Our great need is for an expansion of cur- 
rency to match expanded production and in- 
creased living standards, This inadequacy of 
currency which puts the nation at the mercy 
of the credit-mongers, is due 
to the policy of limiting cur- 
rency to a relationship with 
gold. 

Gold has no real use—ex- 
cept minor uses like filling 
teeth and gilding picture 
frames. When the treasuries 
get it they don’t put it to any 


real use, They store it away 

§ in vaults. 
2 In an effort to adhere to 
J. S. Cowper the gold standard and still 


keep the nation from going into a complete 
paralysis, we have been encouraging men to go 
out into the hills and to pan the creeks for 
gold, so that we could issue money against it 
while hiding it away again in a hole in the 
ground. 

And now a tax is placed on gold. Taxes 
discourage production. Even the sugar super- 
tax, though sugar is a food, especially needed by 
children and toilers, resulted in a ten per cent 
reduction in the amount of sugar consumed. 

No one suggests that the government is 
taxing gold in the interest of the credit-mon- 
gers, yet the effect will be to reduce gold pro- 
duction and limit the resulting flow of currency. 
It puzzles me. I can’t see logic in it. Money is 
the life-blood of trade. We're starving fer lack 
of it—and now we tax new blood for which we 
languish. 


It would be curious to come back to earth a 
equple of hundred years hence and see with 
iat laughter and puzzlement our children’s 
children will regard‘our helplessness before the 
money lords and our blind worship of gold as 
a monetary sine qua non. 

They will see men with bent backs toiling 
for grains of the useless yellow metal. They 
will see old shellbacks putting to sea with a 
box of machinery to dredge the ocean beds in 
the hope of finding little pieces of gold. 

Yet after risking toil, hardship, sacrifice and 
death, the little pieces of the yellow metal are 
obtained, the nation has no real use for them, 
The gold particles are melted into bars and 
stored away in costly holes in the ground, sur- 
rounded by steel and concrete, electric doors, 
flooding devices, time locks and armed guards. 
Although the value behind a paper bill is the 
integrity and real wealth of the nation, by some 
strange fetish of thought, the nation cannot 
issue paper tickets against its real wealth unless 
it has a proportionate weight of tle useless 
yellow metal stored away in a_ hole in the 
gfound. 

Men and women wonder at the homage paid 
by the other inhabitants of the hive to the 
queen bee. Hosts of worker bees devote their 
lives and energies to feed the queen bee and her 
attendant host of drones. The army of drones 
is fed and strengthened to provide the queen 
and to supply the royal mate—though he, poor 
chap, after outvying all his rivals in the nuptial 
flight, knows but one instant of embrace before 
the queen robs him of his entrails and sends 
his torn and dead body to the ground. But 
whatever the waste, the fertile queen is neces- 
sary to the perpetuation of the colony. There's 
no such sacrifice to a useless purpose, as human 
beings show in their devotion to the gold stand- 
ard and the “sound money” system 


wealth 
If the 


people would monetize 
useless and scarce metal. 
shortage of the metal brought want and 
paralysis, and they hadn't sénse enough to 
monetize wealth, they'd surely have sense 
enough to do as legislators do when bored with 
superfluity in a report and “take it as read.” 
There's gold enough in the world for today’s 
monetary needs if we'd only “take it as read.” 

A prominent geologist there gold 
enough in the Fraser river between Lytton and 
Hope, to pay off the Canadian national debt. 
The trouble is Old Man Ribber at that point 
runs so fast that people can't get the gold away 
from him. He holds it in more secure keeping 
than the Treasury officials with their steel and 
concrete vaults, time locks and armed guards. 

The same is true of the gold in the sea. 
Whether the marine dredgers get gold or not 
from the under-water banks, there's plenty of 
gold in the sea. Scientists say the oceans of 
the world carry in solution an average value of 
$7,000,000 in gold for every cubic mile of ocean. 
It's invisible to the eye, being in the form of 
tiny particles known as colloids, kept in sus- 
pension. Far safer than any Treasury vault 
devised by man does Father Neptune keep his 
stores of gold. It’s so difficult to get the gold 
out of the sea-water that it would—even on a 
large scale operation—probably cost $100 for 
every dollar's worth of gold obtained.

Varicose Veins 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


While the practice of sitting for a few min- 
utes each day with the feet elevated on a desk 


to prevent varicose veins. One who has been 
Standing for a long time may note a sensation 
of heaviness, fullness, and fatigue in the legs 
which is relieved when the 
heels are placed higher than 
the hips. 

Varicose veins occur in the 
superficial veins of the legs 
and thigh, and appear tor- 
tuous, jagged, bluish or pur- 
plish. The walls of these 
veins are thicker than normal 
in some places and very thin 
in others. This swelling and 
enlargement occurs most 
often with the veins of the

leg; in them the blood is more or less trying 


to flow uphill against the force of gravity. To 
control the flow, the veins are fitted with valves, 
which are to keep the blood from flowing back- 
ward. While the blood in the arteries is pumped 
along by the heart and by the contracting 
power of the arterial walls, the heart force is 
not very strong by the time each impulse 
reaches the veins in the legs; if any condition 
then occurs which prevents the return of the 
blood from the veins, it will accumulate, caus- 
ing the valves to break down, the veins become 
engorged, distended and stretched and varicose 
veins are present. 

Predisposing causes are: Tight garters, bear- 
ing of children, work calling for long standing, 
overweight, and prolapsus. The most prominent 
symptom is the tortuous enlarged vein; how- 
ever, there nay be swelling of the leg, redness 
of the skin together with the aching and pain- 
ing. The condition tends to become worse 
rather than better and in time the veins may 
inflame so that varicose ulcers form which are 
slow to heal. Such an ulcer may keep the 
patient off his feet and interfere with activity. 

The cure depends upon: 1. Removing the 
cause as far as possible; 2. Strengthening the 
walls of the veins through local treatments; 3. 
A general health building regime to revitalize 
the blood so that the veins will be better nour- 
ished. Where the patient is overweight, it is 
helpful to reduce and, where the cause is pro- 
lapsus of the abdominal organs, these organs 
should be raised to their proper position, as this 
will pull them away from the lower pelvis and 
relieve the blood congestion in the lower limbs, 
Where the cause is too much standing, it is 
always helpful to secure more rest. 

The best local treatment which you can give’ 
yourself at home to strengthen the vein walls 
is to hold a piece of ice lightly against the vein. 
Press the ice against the protruding vein after 
raising the leg. Continue the ice treatment 
three or four times daily for several months. 
Another treatment which often gives relief 
from the aching in the legs is the use of hot 
showers followed by cold; allow hot or warm 
water to spray over the legs for about five min- 
utes then use the cold for about one minute. 
This is an excellent toning treatment. 

Local treatments of some kind are indispens- 
able if you wish to shrink the veins to normal. 
Those who can obtain local treatments given 
by a physician with certain electrical apparatus 
will find them beneficial. Varicose ulcers should 
be treated by your doctor with the actinic light 
or the close contact high frequency spark.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1867, there 
passed to his rest at Belleville, 
Ont, the Rey. John Black, one of 
the most active missionaries of 
the Methodist church in Ontario 
in the earlier years of the nine- 
teenth century. Born at Gorey, 
Ireland, September 18, 1790, he 
came to Canada in 1820 and, after 
a short stay in the lower Ottawa 
district, moved to Matilda, where 
he taught school, studying ail the 
while for the ministry. He was 
one of the famous five who were 
“received on trial” at a Methodist 
Episcopal conference at Saltfleet, 
Wentworth county, his associafes 
being Egerton Ryerson, Amos 
Green, Daniel McMullen and 
James Richardson. All five were 
made deacons at Hamilton, Sep- 
tember 2, 1827, una were ordained 
elders August 22, 1830. 

From that time until 1856 John 
Black preached the Gospel and 
ministered to the settlers in sta- 
tions as far west as Toronto and 
as far east as Ottawa and Corn- 
well; Cobourg, which extended 
from Bowmanville viliage to the 
Trent and included Port Hope, 
Cobourg, Haldimand, Colborne,

gest as a casual estimate that the 


people of this province of Alberta 
will be called upon to find a sum 
of approximate 60 to 75 millions 
of doliars for taxation purposes 
for the year 1934. 

Under normal working financial 
conditions this sum will require 
to be brought into circulation, 
or found from some source where 
it is already in circulation as 
banking credit. 

There is a way by which cir- 
culating credit sufficient to per- 
form this work of financing taxa- 
tion can be put into circulation 
without recourse to any outside 
powers—private, financial, Do- 
minion or otherwise. ; 

In the first place, the major 
portion of this revenue in pro- 
duced, and should be expended 
in Alberta; therefore a creation 
and cancellation of credit to that 
amount is and should be possible, 
in the best interests of the people 
of this province. 

It is possible to create provin- 
cial credit associations—co-opera- 
tive organizations—and if neces- 
sary banking powers could be 
promoted under those forms. 

What I consider is necessary, is 
a form of co-operation “between 
the varied forms of municipali- 
ties. By the pooling of their cash 
reserves the municipalities united 
would have all the finances they 
need to establish the capital 
structure of a municipal co-opera- 
tive trust organization. Such a 
fund would provide a reserve to 
protect the operation of the 
organization, so that no other 
borrowing would be necessary. 

In operation every municipality 
and even the provincial govern- 
ment would sign notes or assume 
a debt to the trust—face of in- 
terest. 

The tax levy of all municipali- 
ties is a property lien on all of the 
wealth of Alberta—and the notes 
of a municipality needs no fur- 
ther security, 

The Trust would establish an 
account with each municipality, 
crediting its cash as capital and

This would 
form a reserve each season with 
which to retire any of the Trust 
warrants notes outstanding at a 
given date, after which time all 
such notes or cheques would be 
expected to cancel. 

Such cash would also be neces- 
sary for retiring the interest on 
the outside debt. 

This Trust should operate at 
cost—being paid in its own medi- 
um seeing that it is or would be 
part of the civil services of the 
state. 

I think that if this plan is 
studied carefully by those who 
have the necessary legal train- 
ing it will be found workable. 

The cash reserves held by our 
municipalities and governments is 
purchasing power not being util- 
ized—and is one of the break- 
down points in the normal distri- 
bution system. 

The other stand I make, is that 
these tax surpluses are unneces- 
sary and represent an imposition 
that has been imposed en the rate- 
payers; which is outstandingly 
evident in those districts where 
there is no outstanding debt— 
while large lists of tax arrears 
still also remain uncollected 

The usual banking institution is 
a medium for promoting trading 
transactions, whereas taxation is 
an imposition established by man- 
datory debt creation without con- 
sidering whether there is produc- 
tive created goods to support it 
or not. In general the services for 
which taxes are paid are not in 
the production field—yet such 
taxes find their way as added 
overHead costs with accrued in- 
terest in the price of all commod- 
ities

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Minimum Wage Laws 
By Provincial Legislatures 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C, 


Creation in British Columbia of an Economic Relations Board, 
with wide powers to fix minimum rates of wages for men, and for 


women, and to deal with each trade or business separately, has 
opened up again the argument as to how far a company incor- 
porated under laws of the Parliament of Canada, and empowered 
to transact business anywhere or everywhere in Canada can be 
made subject to provincial laws respecting wages. 


The classes of institutions most substantially affected by this 
question are banks, railways, telegraph and telephone companies, 


insurance companies, and generally companies created by charter 
from the Ottawa government. | 


It will be seen that should provincial legislation as to wages 
and hours of work apply to the classes of companies mentioned | 
in the preceding paragraph a Dominion charter will have lost 
one of its glittering ornaments. 


The provinces would seem to have a favorable position under 
the decision of the judicial committee of the Privy Council in the 
case of Lymburn versus Mayland 1932 appeal cases. This was 
the case in which the Securities Frauds Prevention Act, 1930, of ;

Under modern democracies, he 
observes, men were apt to become 
leaders too late in life, that is, when 
they had lost all desire to lead. This 
condition was aggravated in Great 
Britain by British good nature 
which led to a leader never being 
deposed—once a leader, always a 
leader. 

But Sir William was careful to 
point out to the Edinburgh audience 
to whom he addressed these re- 
marks that he did not believe in 
turning the direction of affairs over 
to the very young. The young 
could be as blind as anybody. 

Sir William summed up the inter- 
national trade situation in a few 
striking sentences. 

“Nearly all countries,” he said, 
“including our own, are engaged in 
praising international trade and 
destroying it by national tariffs, In- 
ternational trade is praised to the 
skies and left to freeze on the door- 
step, The trouble is not simply that 
other countries have tariffs, but that 
they have a policy of self-suffi- 
ciency, of hitting international 
trade wherever it raises its head.” 

Sir William condemned unspar- 
ingly what he described as the aim 
of the Empire Free Traders, a 
“United States of Britons.” They 
were barking up the wrong tree, 
he said, because (1) the Dominions 
were not economically the best 
complement to Great Britain: (2) 
the Dominions had become high 
protectionist countries more bitten 
by economic materialism than most, 
and (3) because tariff bargaining 
between blood relations was more

DISMISS SUIT 
AGAINST TWO 
CITY DAIRIES 


Judgment Handed Down 
in “Double-header Ice 


Cream Cone” Action 


The famous “double-header 
éream cone’ activn broigiit by Mrs. 
Mary Floyd, local confectioner, was 
dismissed by Mr, Justice Ford in a 
reserved judgment filed in supreme 
court on Saturday. 

The action was brought by Mrs. 
Floyd against the Edmonton City 
Dairy Limited and the Northern 
Alberta Dairy Pool Limited. Mrs. 
Floyd asked a total of $250 special 
damages, and $10,000 general dam- 
ages. His Lordship termed the 
amount of the general damages 
“highly extravagant”. Costs were 
zlso awarded against the plaintift 
by Mr. Justice Ford. 

After reviewing exhaustively the 
law and former citations on cases 
of civil damages arising out of an 
alleged breach of the criminal law, 
His Lordship goes on to say: 

“It is quite clear on the evidence 
that there was nothing malicous in 
the refusal of either of these de- 
fendants to sell ice cream to the 
plaintiff during the short period 
during which the refusal continu- 
ed.” 

“At the most there was on the 
part of each of the defendants a 
giving-in to the continued insist- 
ence of a large body of their cus- 
tomers that, if possible, the com- 
petition brought about by the sale 
of double-headers should be stop- 
ped The coniroversy, almost 
amounting to an ‘ice cream war,’ 
had been going on for a number of 
years.” 

After referring further to the 
pressure brought to bear on the 
defendant companies by the retail- | 
ers themselves, His Lordship cate- 
gorically says: “Inclusively stafed, 
my conclusion is that nothing! 
either defendant did was wrong- | 
ful.” 

The case was first commenced as 
a criminal prosecution against Ald- 
erman J. T. McCreath, but the crim- 
inal prosecution was dropped by 
the authorities and Mrs. Floyd then | 
brought civil action. |

R*s to riches stories will never die 
while men like S. J. Hungerford live. 

As president of the C.N.R., Mr. Hunger- 
ford is a personage, but 48 years ago he was 
just a proud youngster tramping along a 
road leading to Farnham, Que., a dinner pail 
in one hand and the hope that the old 
Southeastern Railroad would apprentice him.

OR Bill “Torchy” Peden has 
been occupied in proving to the ex- 
perts that a good big man is better than

a good little man. In those five years 
Torchy has won 18 six-day bicycle races out 
of 40 starts, and to-day is known as the 
world’s No, 1 rider. 
The British Columbia giant (he weighs 
pounds) was no sensational athlete 


when he attended Victoria high school. He 
played rugby and hockey with fair results, 
finally turning to swimming in his hunt 
for something at which he could excel, In 
1925 he beeame Canadian champion for the

HEN discussions turn to Indians and 

Canadian folk-lore there is one un- 

questioned authority on the subject. 
He is Dr. Marius Barbeau of the National 
Museum, Ottawa—third generation Cana- 
dian and preserver of our national folk 
songs and folk-lore. 

Dr. Barbeau is a French-Canadian with 
an Oxford education. As a boy he hated 
people who told him what to learn, pre- 
ferring to experiment for himself. His re- 
sults were so good that he secured a Rhodes 
scholarship. With this he crossed the At- 
lantic, and to the question, “What do you 
wish to study?” answered “Sociology.” In 
those days, however, the English scholastic 
apex was unable to provide this course, so 
he studied anthropology, which is a sort of 
first cousin. 

He studied hard, and in 1910 returned to 
Canada and was placed on the staff of the 
National Museum, From then until now— 
24 years—he has been collecting the songs 
of the Indians in ancient times 

After recording a number of Indian songs, 
Dr. Barbeau went to the Pacific coast, and 
during the tour visited the Japanese quar- 
ters of a salmon cannery. Listening to a 
phonograph, he thought he recognized a 
certain tune. Comparing this with Indian 
“mountain songs,” he was surprised at the 
similarity of the compositions, Later he 
uncovered a song of the Kitwaga Indians 
which almost identical with a cere- 
monial dirge chanted by coffin carriers in 
the streets of Pekin. Another refrain was 
the same as a Chinese Jament, the Indians 
singing words which meant nothing to them, 
but which constituted a Buddhist religious 
theme in Chinese. The Chinese chant, in 
turn, came from the Hindu music of India—

Lake, was watching his first talking 
picture in a Winnipeg theatre. He saw a 
white man hunting deer with bow and arrow 
just as he did when a young man. He saw 
an alleged white man’s comedy in which an 
irate wife booted an erring husband out of 
a restaurant, 

“What did she do that for?” he asked in 
Cree, 

“White man stay away from wigwam all 
night, She kick him back,” it was explained 
by the interpreter. “All white squaws treat 
their men that way.” 

A shrug of ineffable contempt. 

The gallant old shoulders, which had 
strained at hauling York boats on the Nel- 
son 70 years before, bore their burden of 
nearly a century of years lightly, His 
“ughs” and excited squirming in his seat 
attracted much attention. 

His first night in a white man’s hotel 
with W. R. d’Arcus, northern trader, was 
an experience. He would have none of 
white man’s beds.
